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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 12 March 2008 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant reiterates arguments that "streaming] the content, corresponding to channels, as a single unit of controlled content" is not taught 
by Ritchie in view of Debique. However, Examiner respectfully disagrees. Ritchie discloses the use of content from satellite/cable TV 
tuners/receivers (which obviously means that said content corresponds to channels) [Ritchie: Page 7, Paragraph 1]. Ritchie further 
discloses that media content is streamed over the network [Ritchie: Page 7, Section 5.1 -- also cited by Applicant in arguments]. Debique 
teaches that "a playlistContainer instance represents a collection of [multimedia] objects... audio, video, and images" [Debique: Section 7.8] 
and that such multimedia objects can include tuner channels identified by "channelName"s [Debique: Appendix B]. Debique continues by 
stating that these playlistContainers "may have an element for playback of the whole playlist" [Debique: Section 7.8]. Therefore, Debique 
teaches treating multiple channels as a single unit of controlled content. Per the reasoning given on pages 4-5 of the previous office action 
(final rejection), it would be obvious to combine Ritchie and Debique to produce a system that "streams the content, corresponding to 
channels, as a single unit of controlled content". 
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
